ISSUING' ITS OWN COINAGE.

The Hupeh provinocial assembly is confiscating all government
treasury money in the banks for the revolutionary cause, and is
also issuing money in the name of the new republic.

- Thousands of the soldiers from the regular army are joining
the rebels in the disturbed district, and many Manchus have been
killed in the oaptured cities and elsewhere. s

CITIES CAPTURED, REVOLT SPREADING. 43

The rebels have already occupied Suitingfu, where 300 Man-
chus were killed, and the revolt is rapidly spreading. The city of
Yoohow has also been captured, while a great number of towns
bordering on the river Yangtse-Kiang are in possession of the
revolutionists,

In Hankow, where the foreign gunboats are stationed, the up-
rising is serious and the rebels are reported in control.

RAILROAD BEING DESTROYED.

The railroad connecting the province with this capital is being
destroyed by the mobs. Thousands of people are fieeing from the
district for refuge in unaffected cities.

In Hupeh province the prisons have been opened and the con-
victs are joining the rebels,

ARMY DIVISIONS ORDERED OUT,

Two army divisions have now been ordered to the disaffected
province and the government acknowledges that the situation is
extremely serious.
